Tho "Country-sellers" continue to 
reiterate tho blatant assertion that 
their nice little game which waa so 
effectually spoiled by tho Opposition 
was never iutonded, and as a matter 
of fact would not operate as a re- 
luxation of tho Terms of Union in 
general and tho railway obligations 
in particular. Of course ono scarcely 
expects to find the party caught in 
such an act pleading "guilty." It is 
not from such a source, therefore, 
that one usually seeks for truth. Ii 
has already been shown that the pro- 
testation of our local contemporary 
and its masters finds little corrobora- 
ioniu the pre: ■ of Can. di Itii ;e 
true that since the cat got out of the 
bag Mr. Mackenzie's organs endea- 
voui to put a good face on the matter; 
but enough had been let slips to jus- 
tify the worst suspicions of tho local 
Opposition. Thus we iind tho Gloue, 
iu tho course of a leading article. 
Saying in defence of the dock con- 
cession. 

"It must not bo forgotten that we 
have been compelled to act aside an nf»- 
reemeiit made between the Dominion ami 
the people of tho new Province. They 
w ere, therefore, entitled to ask that they 
should receive the most prompt and li- 
beral consideration at tho hands of the 
Canadian Government." 

It is proper to explain that this pas- 
sage was penned under tho impression Th , 
that British Columbia had given in 
her adhesion to the setting aside of 
the time element in the railway ag- 
reement — an impression duo to the 
telegrams sent to Ottawa by Mr. De- 
Cosmos. Bearing this in view, the 
import of the passage is beyond ques- 
tion. Then, again ,take a passage from 
our Ottawa letter, written by one 
friendly to the new Administration 
and having access to tho very best 
sources of information: 

'"Tis beyond a doubt that Mr. Macken- 
zie promised Mr. DeCosinos Fifty Thou- 
sand pounds towards your Dry Dock, not 
as an "equivalent" for the 10 years in- 
terest on i'lOD.000, at 5 per cent., which 
would amount to only say X'28.000, but 
in consideration of that and other reasons 
which he will no doubt fully explain to 
Parliament when the estimates are brought 
down." 

What could possibly be plainer than 
this? None are so blind as those who 
will not see; and it is to be believed 
those who side with the " Country - 
sellers" are in this category. 

Grains of Falsehood- 

In the course of tho three columns 
ef egotistical bosh uttered at tho Al- 
hambra, on Monday night, Mr. De- 
Cosmos made some statements that 
will hardly stand the crucial test. Take 
for instance the following: — 

"He, Mr. DeOoamos, bad asked what 
Mr. Mackenzie intended to do if it were 
found that the waters of tho Saskatche- 
wan were navigable but for a limited por- 
tion of the year, and Mr. Macken io had 
as lured him i:i that event, that ho would 
secure trans-continental travel by con- 
structing the railway along the banks of 
the river." 

Now even if this statement were 
true, it certainly would not reflect much 
credit on either party. Can one fan- 
cy two such great personages (we beg 
Mr. Mackenzie's pardon) in blissful 
ignorance as to whether the waters of 
the Saskatchewan are only navigable 
part of the year V One would at least 
have expected Mr. Mackenzie to have

Tho London Morning Post hftfl n, lead- 
ing ortiolo ou tho P»ciiia R-iilwuy poliojr 
enunoiatod by Mr. Mackenzie, at his re- 
elootion iu October. It will be remem- 
bered that tho policy enunciated thou 
was very difforout from tliut subsequently 
promulgated, and still it is viewed as a 
gravo departure from the great national 
policy of tho former administration. The 
Post says, "Tho Canadian Government, 
therefore, proposo to got out of tho Jifli- 
% onlty of tho British Columbia agreement 
by tho simple, if doubtful, expedient of 
ignoring it. That is rather hard on Bri- 
tish Columbia., But perhaps the Cana- 
dian Govornmont will offdr her terms that 
will reconcile her to the change of poli- 
oy. ... It will not, however, bo 
without a pang that Eagland will learn 
that Canada is not to carry out, in its in- 
tegrity, nnd during tho next few years, 
the splendid and ambitious scheme of 
making a great highway across her do- 
minions. . . . Remembering, 
thon, that tho strength of Canada is a 
matter of first-rate luomont to England, 
the importance to us of the policy of the 
now Government in respect to this rail- 
way is not to bo gainsaid. . . 

• Ono thing is quite clear. Canada will 
not under her present Government ob- 
tain that speedy realization of the grand 
idea of linking her Far West to her by 
tho civilizing aud developing band of 
transcontinental railway that was looked 

i for. That may be a gain for Camilla, but 
it is ono that it is uot very easy to see." 
Theso brief extracts will serve to show 
that the parsimonious piecemeal policy 

i of the new Administration is not regard- 
ed with a favorable eye at home; and 
thore is little doubt that British Columbia 
will maet with sympathy in her efforts to 
stand up for the Bight.

In tho Boston Post, of January 29tb, 
we find the following: 

Out! of the latest developenients in 
spiritualism is what is termed •materiali- 
zation,' by which portions of tho so-cal- 
led spirit body become so f«r materializ 
ed as to bo visible to tho human eyes, and 
perform certain movements in the same 
manner as if still in life, A seance of this 
diameter took place last evening at No. 4 
Concord square, under tho mediumistic 
infliiojcoof Mrs. M. M. Hardy, and the 
results were considered highly satisfac- 
tory, l'he circle included fifteen gentle- 
men and four ladies, and among those 
preseut were Mr. Gerald Massuy, Mr. 
William Lloyd Garrison, Rovs. C. A. 
Bartol, and William B. Alger, 

Ttie company gatUeted in tho large, 
handsomely furnished paries of the re* 
sideuce ,.t 8 o'clock, and at that hour the 
first of the series of manifestations took 
place, consisting of flickering and occa- 
sional extinguishing of the gAslights of 
the chandelier in tiiO ie.ir parlor. Short 
ly after, when all the invited guests mado 
thoir appearance, the company wore in- 
vite I into the dining-room below, where 
t ni seance was held. Tho apparatus for 
the "materialization" niunifestation con- 
sisted of a small box-cabinet, about tho 
size of an ordinary hive box, with tho in- 
side and tin 1 bottom open, and tho interi- 
or lined with b.mlc paper. This rested 
endways on au ordinary extension table 
drawn partly apart iu the middle to leave 
an opportunity for tho spirits to ironic up 
ami operate. Tho circle (if it may he so 
filled) forme 1 in a suit of horse-shoe 
around oacii side of the table so that each 
could have a fair view of tlu interior of 
the box. The light was then extinguish- 
ed, aud soon after came raps signifying 
(hat the spirits was ready ami the g is again 
lighted an 1 turned on to about one candle 
power. After a little while tho outlines of 
a hand became visible ami answered ques- 
tions by signs signifying "yes" and "no" 
this was followed by liai.ds, which wore 
claimed to belong to deceased friends of 
ono or another of the persons present 
1'ho hands were all of marble whiteness 
and clearly distinguishable, and, at re- 
quest, grasped the hands of pearly all 
present. Rings were also placed upon 
the Angers and withdrawn several times. 
While these manife taiions were in pro- 
gress, Mr. Massoy and one or two others 
thought thoy discovered a face and eyes 
in the r, ar of the hand, but tho writer 
was not able to discover thorn. Tho fav- 
orite spirit, however, of the scanco was a 
deceased negro named "Dick," who died 
many years ago, but who had been known 
in the llosh by ono or two of tho older 
persons present.

Eastern States 

New Yoiik, March, 2. — A Dry Fortugns

Pra- 
yer meeting were held at ;!, 4 and 5 o'clk. 
About 200 ladies left the prayer meeting 
and inarched rn procession, headed by 
tho Chief of Police and one patrolman to 
keep tlie streets clear, to the American 
House, the bells of tlili-e churches toll- 
ing meanwhile. Upon their arrival at 
tho hotel the proprietor signed the deal- 
ers' pledge, but the proprietor nf the bar 
excused himself. Procession then mov- 
ed to tho Western Billiard Saloon and 
were politely received by the proprietor, 
who permitted them to sing and pray 
while refusing to sign the pledge. From 
bore they went to Ambrose Avery's, a 
fashionable saloon, where a similar scene 
was enacted with a similar result. They 
then visited the Neil House, where the 
bar had been closod four days. They 
sung and prayed, however, adding a 
special to the usual petition in behalf of 
tho brother of the proprietor who lay dy- 
ing in the bouse. Several other places 
were visited without any particular re- 
sult. 

JJoFFiiiO, N.Y , March 3— At C o'clock 
to-night there was no ohanpe in tho con- 
dition of ex-President Fillmore. His 
whole body is paralyzed. 

Q.w.vkstok, March 3 — A San Antonio 
special says: Information has been ic» 
ceived that Lone Wolf, tho Kiowa Chief, 
is preparing to enter Texas with a Htrong 
party to nvengo the death of his son who 
was killed in tho fight with the late Lieut 
Huson. 

Wasiiin-oton, March, 2. — The Presi- 
dent lias nominated O. Jacobs, for Chief 
Justice of the Supremo Court for Wash- 
ington Territory. 

Dayton, ()., March 2— Several prayer 
bands of women visited a number of hu- 
loons hero to-day. Nonp surrendered, 
but several were willing to sell out or to 
bo set up in other businesses. Throe 
now saloons opened to day. Tho women 
are not discouraged, but uro determined 
to persevere. 

WoncKsTKR, Mass. 2 — A meeting is be- 
ing held here with a view of organizing a 
temperance crusade. 

Philadelphia, March 2— The Women's 
temperance movement, is still progressing 
and liquor dealers exhibit considerable 
uueasiaess at tho prospects.

Losdon, March, 2. — At Blackburn, 
Lancashire, a boiler exploded, killing 20 
persons ard wounding 30 severely.

— Dispatches receiv- 
ed at ttie War office from Gen. Mornon 
eny, state that he has been unable to force 
tho Carlists from their entrenchments be- 
foro Bilboa, and that his own advanced, 
and the line has beon broken by the In 
Burgerits. Ho asked for reinforcements, 
and the appointment of his successor. 

Lonuon, March, 2, — 7 a. in — The bark 
Oia • Darling has been wrecked off Aber- 
deen, jnd 15 persons drowned, including 
four life- boat crews. 

The earliest report that Bilboa has Hnr- 
rendered. Tho bombardment destroyed 
churches, banks, and 17 dwelling-houses.
